all night. Thia leads to the in¬ 
ference that the Pioneer McNeel 
had come out some tinie previ- 1 
ously. 

Joshua Buckley secured the 
right to three hundred acres on 
tho east side of the Greenbrier 
along with a very considerable 
trace on the west side, contiguous 
to the mouth of Swago.
